. Failing to Appear at 


Honolulu (T. H.).—The American 
submarine F-4, which was submerged 
at 9:15 a. m. March 25, two miles off 
Honolulu harbor, had not reappeared 
at nightfall and grave fears ‘were ex- 
pressed for its safety. 

The F-4 carried a crew of twenty- 
five men and is commanded by Lieu- 
tenant Alfred L. Ede. 


The three other submarines of 
the “F’ group stationed here, the 
maval tug Navajo and _ launches 


scoured the ocean for miles about the 
harbor entrance in search of the miss- 
Ing vessel. Naval officials said they 
wére hopeful that no serious mishap 
had befallen the F-14, but they ad- 
mitted that the circumstances of the 
craft’s prolonged disappearance gave 
rise to much apprehension. 

The little fiotilla of submarines 
was engaged in target practice. It 
was not regarded as unsusual that 
the F-4 should remain under water 
for an hour or more in the course 
of the maneuvers, but when noon 
came and the vessel continued sub- 
merged anxiety began to be felt. This 
increased as the afternoon wore on, 
and the other submarines of the 
flotilla began a systematic search for 
the F-4, 

The naval station was notified and 
other vessels were sent out to aid. 

Most of the twenty-five men aboard 
the F-4 are married and have famil- 
les.

RUSSIA WINS FIRST 


BLOODY MASSACRE 


Turkish Troops Massacreing 
Assyrians; 15,000 Refugees 
in American Mission 


Tiflis. — Telegrams and letters 


reaching here from Urumiah, in 
northwestern ‘Persia, describe the 
situation of the American Presbyte- 


rian mission stationed there as des- 
perate. Turkish regular troops and 
Kurds are persecuting and massacre- 
ing Assyrian Christians. 

Harry P. Packard, the doctor of 
the missionary station at Urumiah, of 
the Board of Foreign Missions of the 
Presbyterian Church, risked his life 
in a successful effort to prevent a 
frightful massacre at Georgtapa, 
where 3000 Assyrians made their last 
stand. They had fought for three 
days and all their ammunition was 
gone. At this juncture Dr. Packard 


CARPATHIAN BATTLE 


Reports From Petrograd and 
Vienna Agree Slavs Have 
Forced Way Through Pass 


London.——The first ge in the 
great battle which will@Precede the 


Russian advance against Budapest 


has resulted in a victory for the 


Slavs. * 

Reports from Petrograd and Vi- 
enna March 26 agreed that the 
Czar’s troops had won their way 
through the Dukla Pass in the Car- 
pathians, and were entrenched with- 
in fifteen miles of the Hungarian 
towh of Bartfa: 165 miles northeast 
of the Hungarian gapital. 

Since the fall of Permysl (Russian- 
ized spelling), the fighting in the 
Carpathians ‘Was been on a fifty-mile 
front and has been the most im- 
portant of the whole campaign. 


Petrograd.—The fortress of Osso- 


unfurled an American flag and ad- 
vanced between the lines. His act 
resulted in the saving of all but 200 
of the Assyrians, who had _ been 
burned in a church. 

Fifteen thousand Assyrian Chris- 
tians have taken refuge under the 
protection of the American mission 
station, while 2000 are at the French 
mission. A dispatch received at 
Tiflis from Urumiah March 24 de- 
clared that seventy Turkish regular 
troops had entered the mission, 
hanged the orthodox bishop, Mar 
Elia, and four orthodox clergymen, 
and beat and insulted a missionary 
named Allen. 

Shortly before sixty refguees had 
been dragged from the French mis- 
sion and executed, in spite of the 
tearful pleas of the nuns. 

At Gulpashan the Kurds were par- 
ticularly cruel. This was the last of 
a total of 103 Assyrian villages to 
hold out, and it was occupied a 
month ago. The Kurds ordered all 
the Assyrian males into the streets, 
tied them in groups of five, marched 
them to the graveyard and killed 
them barbarously to the last boy. 

Girl babies and older women were 
then executed with great atrocity, 
while the younger women were car- 
ried away as slaves. 

As a result of the war, 12,000 As- 
syrians are taking refuge in the Cau- 
casus, some 17,000 are described as 
in imminent danger at the Urumiah 
missions, while 20,000 are dead or 
missing. Furthermore, much prop- 
erty has been destroyed. The Assy- 
rians fought their assailants bravely, 
and as long as they had ammunition 
they were victorious. 

The missionaries are untiring in 
their efforts to help the people; and 
they are spending money to this end 
f freely. In Urumiah they are disburs- 
“<img the equivalent of $400 daily. Dis- 
gage is prevalent among the refugees.

according to the best opinion of Rus- 
sian observers. Both to the north 
and south of this point the Germans 
are developing lively attacks to pre- 
vent the Russians from re-entering 
the Ossowetz forts or from entering 
the town of Szezuczyn. This location 
is directly behind Ossowetz on the 
East Prussian frontier, and its occu- 
pation by the Russians would obvi- 
ously compel the Germans to aban- 
don the siege. 

Official reports of fighting at towns 
within ten miles of the East Prussian 
frontier indicate that the Germans at 
least have not been successful in 
preventing the Russian advance in 
the vicinity of Omoleff. The Petro- 
grad military authorities call atten- 
tion to the retirement of several Ger- 
man army corps to the westward to 
meet activities on the part of the 
allies. 


GERMANY STARTS 
~RETALIATORY WORK 


Aviators Succeed in Dropping 
Bombs Upon Grodno, in Heart 
of Polish Fighting Region 


London.—That the Polish town of 
Suwalki was put to the torch by 
Germans is confirmed in dispatches 


received here from Amsterdam 
March 25. It is also stated that Ger- 


man aviators succeeded in dropping 
bombs upon Grodno, in the heart of 
the Polish fighting region. No men- 
tion is made of the damage done by 
the hostile aviators. 


Petrograd.—Germany has begun 
the retaliatory measures against the 
Russians: promiged a few days ago, 
when Berlin alleged that Slav troops 
had ruthlessly destroyed German 


The Kaiser's soldiers have put the 
torch to the Russian government 
buildings in the province of Suwalki, 
announcing that this action is taken 


to repay their enemiés for alleged 
outrages committed during the Slav 
occupation of Memel.

PORTLAND TO CELEBRATE 
ROSE FESTIVAL IN JUNE 


Portland, Oregon.—The ninth an- 
nual rose festival will be celebrated 
here June 9, 10 and 11. Many of 
the marching organizations with 
their bands from cities of the State 
to take part in the parades, will also 
journey to San Francisco to be pres- 
ent Oregon week in August. It is 
expected more than 1000 uniformed 
men will go from Oregon on one ex- 
cursion. 

Portland, long known as the ‘“‘Rose 
City,” is making a special effort to 
put on the best appearance possible 
this year as a result of the presence 
of so many people passing through 
here to California. Through the ef- 
forts of the Rose Festival Association 
more than 100 miles of rose bushes 
have been planted, decorating 3000 
additional blocks in the residence 
district: Portland each year produces 
on lawns and parking strips more 
than 25,000,000 rose flowers. Mil- 
lions are used in parades festival 
week. Portland in one of the public 
parks has more than 1,000,000 flow- 
ers in bloom at one time festival 
days, the greatest floral display in 
the world.

To meet this the Germans are with- 
drawing major forees from the Vistula 
and Niemen front, where spring caused 
a cessation of operations. The war 
office has been told from the Poland 
front that there are but 580,000 Ger- 
mans left there. 

As the total strength in the eastern 
theater of war is estimated at 3,500,000 
officials here believe that at least 
2,920,000 are concentrated at the Duna 
jee and Carpathian front. 

While Russia is suppressing asser- 
tions of victory by the enemy, dis- 
patches reaching here March 27 from 
Vienna officially claim the repulse of 
all Russian attacks in the Carpathians. 

In Bukowina, it was declared, the 
Austrians have assumed the offensive 
and have driven the left wing of the 
Russian army back to the Dniester 
river. 

Zeleszeyki, twenty-six miles north- 
west of Czernowitz, the Russian base 
of operations on the Dniester, is being 
shelled by the Austrians from the south 
bank of the river. 

Still another foree of Austro-Ger- 
mans is said to be advancing on the 
Russian fortress at Chotin.

NO BETTER WAY THAN BRAISING 
HAS BEEN DEVISED. 


Especially Should Fowl That ts Not 
as Tender as Could Be Wished Be 
Prepared in This Way—Some 
Kidney Dishes. 


Braising is an excellent way of cook- 
(ng rather tough meats, as the long, 
slow cooking softens the meat and yet 
all the nourishment is preserved in 
the gravy. A fowl that is tough 
should always be cooked in this way. 
Take a casserole just large enough to 
hold the fowl. Cover the bottom with 
slices of fat bacon, add thick slices of 
onion, carrots and turnips and put in 
the fowl. Cover the dish and let it 
cook on the top of the stove for 15 
minutes. Then add a pint of hot wa- 
ter. Place in the oven. Let it sim- 
mer an hour or longer, according to 
the age and size of the fowl. ‘Two 
hours will be needed for an old bird. 
Dish the bird. Put the vegetables 
around the dish and pour over it a 
gravy made from the stock. 

Kidneys which may be bought’ for 
one, two or three cents apiece, never 
more, even in the city, make a cheap 
and delicious supper, luncheon or 
breakfast dish either grilled or stewed. 
To stew the kidneys scald, skin and 
cut them in halves, take out the small, 
hard piece and rub in seasoned fiour. 
Heat a little dripping in small casse- 
role, put in the kidneys and fry them 
brown. Take them out and keep warm 
on a plate. Chop a small onion, fry 
in the casserole until brown, add a 
little flour and brown. Add a tea- 
spoonful of sharp sauce and one of to- 
mato sauce or catchup. Pour in slowly 
as much water as required, stirring 
to keep smooth. Return the kidneys 
to the pan and simmer for about an 
hour. Skim off any scum and flavor 
with sherry. Kidneys that are left 
over from a supper dish are very good 
hashed and served on toast for break- 
fast. They should be rewarmed with 
a brown gravy. 

Grilled kidneys may be grilled in 
their own fat, or they may be scalded, 
skinned and split and brushed with 
oll. They should be served on toast, 
either well seasoned or with a devil 
sauce. 

Veal and ham ple, a very popular 
and inexpensive English dish, is made 
as follows: 

One pound veal cutlet, four ounces 
bacan. or.ham, two hard-hoiled eggs, 
pastry, seasoned flour and mushrooms. 

Make a seasoned flour by mixing 
one tablespoonful of flour, one tea- 
spoonful of salt, one-half teaspoonful 
of pepper; add a little grated rind of 
& lemon aiid a piuch of cayenne. Cut 
the meat into medium pieces, rub in 
the flour and put into a deep pie or 
baking dish. Peel the mushrooms and 
put them in the dish. Pour in enough 
water to ,three-quarters fill the dish 
and cover the top of the dish over 
with ple crust. Make a hole in the 
center of the pastry. Put it into the 
oven and bake for an hour. 


Stuffed Candy. 

Purchase a pound of fresh marsh 
mallows and cut them in two with the 
scissors. Do not attempt to pull 
them apart, for this cannot be done 
with success, as they are too sticky; 
they should be cut horizontally, as 
they look better that way when 
stuffed. In some of these put pieces 
of preserved ginger, candied orange 
peel, walnuts or pecans. Cherries 
make deliclous filling and pieces of fig 
are also good. After the filling {ts put 
on the bottom portion, press the top 
part over it and this will readily ad 
here. 


Baked Spare Ribs. 

Anyone that likes spare ribs will 
find this an improvement over boiling 
them. Put spare ribs in cold water 
and let cook for almost an hour. Into 
a baking dish put a layer of raw 
sliced onions. Lay the spare ribs on 
this and finish dish with another layer 
of onion and the top layer of pota- 
toes. Add enough hot water to half 
fill dish and bake one hour, covered 
the first half hour. Serve with boiled 
cabbage. 


Banana Salad. 

This is a very nourishing dish, easily 
prepared at a few minutes’ notice. 
Peel and scrape ripe bananas. Cut 
each one in two pieces and cut off 
the sharp end, making them look like 
a croquette. Roll them in chopped 
nuts of any kind—elther peanuts, 
hickory nuts or walnuts. Lay ona leaf 
of lettuce and serve with a little 
French dressing containing a great 
deal of olives. 


Casserole of Rice and Meat. 

Two cupfuls chopped meat, pepper 
and cayenne, one-quarter cupful bread 
or cracker crumbs, one-half teaspoon 
‘ul salt, celery salt, one beaten egg, 
hot water or stock to moisten. 

Line a buttered baking dish with 
cooked rice one-quarter inch thick. 
Pack mixture in and cover with rice. 
Steam or bake 30 to 40 minutes. In- 
vert on a platter and surround with 
tomato sauce. 


Sugar Potatoes. 

Six sweet potatoes, one cupful white 
sugar, one-half cupful water, one tea- 
spoonful butter. Parboil, peel and cut 
potatoes into quarer-inch slices. Cook 
the other ingredients to form a sirup. 
Place the slices of potato in the sirup 
and simmer gently for an hour, then 
let the sirup boil away until it 1s al- 
most dry. Serve with meats. 


Silk Handkerchlefs. 

Silk handkerchiefs should be 
washed in a warm lather made with 
pure soap. This should be blued, as 
should the rinsing water. Roll up 
tightly in a cloth and iron the hand. 
kerchiefs between linen or they will 
turn yellow. 


‘To Keep Cakes Molst. 

To prevent cakes from becoming 
dry, place them in a tin box with an 
apple, renewing the apple when it be 
comes. withered. The cakes will not 
taste of the apple, and they will re 
main moist and soft.

[BREAL’ DRESSING FOR STEAK, 


Many Prefer Meat Prepared in a 
Casserole to That Broiled In 
the Regular Way. 


If you wish to stuff a flank steak 


‘ase bread dressing; use it with veg- 


etables and a small quantity of liquid 
in a casserole. If you do not own one 
(and you should in these times oi 
high prices} use any tightly covered 
dish. Be sure it is tight so the steam 
cannot escape, 

Bread Stuffing—Two cupfuls soft 
bread crumbs, one-half cupful butter 
melted in one-third cupful hot water 
or milk, one-quarter teaspoonful pow- 
dered sweet herbs or spiced poultry, 
Seasoning, one beaten egg. Mix the 
ingredients together thoroughly. The 
bread should be 24 hours old and 
taken from the center of the loaf. 
The seasoning is a matter of indl- 
vidual taste, so you can use the above 
quantities or suit your taste. The 
egg may be omitted if the flank is to 
be eaten hot, but will slice better 
when cold if egg is used. Cracker 
crumbs give a drier stuffing. 

Spread your flank steak with above 
and roll tightly. Fry out some suet 
and then brown the flank so as to 
hold the juices. Put in casserole, add 
little water and when half done sea- 
son with salt ang pepper, chopped 
onions and plenty of fine minced vege- 
tables or rice, whichever you may 
prefer, The flank is quite juicy, so 
you will need but Httle water. It 
lacks flavor, so the high spices and 
vegetables make up what the flank 
lacks. Jt is much better this way 
than broiled as regular steak.
